Darwin’s New Book. 

We have received from D. AprLeton & 
Co. the two volumes, compr'sing the Amer- 
ican edition of “The Descent ot Man,” by 
CHARLES Darwin. It isa book that has 
been looked for with much interest by all 
who delight in scientific researches; for it 
contains a full and final elaboration of the 
writer's theory in respect to the variation 
of species, arising from the operation of the 
forces that govern natural and sexual se- 
lection. 

The points maintained by Mr. Darwin, 
in his various books that have appeared 
within the last ten years, have »een the 
occasion of much discussion and contro- 
versy. Many zealous theologians, whose 
brains have not been improved by their 
attempts to buit down the truth, supported 
by geological walls, have tried, by whole- 
sale denial, vituperation and ridicule, to 
turn the investigations of science away 
from the particular field of inquiry in which 
Mr. Darwin, and others, have made such 
extensive explorations, And, when his 
views were first promulgated, many ot the 
foremost scientific minds of the world were 
anclined to regard them as merely vision- 
ary, if not talse. Now, however, their 
accuracy has been indorsed by a 
large tollowing, and their importance 
bas been universally admitted by men 
of science; though the great majority of 
these are unwilling at present to tollow 
Mr. Darwrn to the identical conclusions 
that he has reached. 

Apart, however, from his theories, Mr. 
Darwin's late work is full of curious and 
accurate iniormation that cannot tail to be 
oi deep interest even to the superficial 

geader who only wishes to be entertained. 
And many a person, whose sympathy with 
the sufferings of the brute creation is 
strong, will be glad to find in these vol- 
umes evidence which teads to give the 
dower animals a still higber claim upon 
man, than mapy have been accustomed to 
allow. Mr. Darwin even asserts that 
there is no fundamental difference between 
man and the higher animals in their men- 
tal faculties; and whether we agree with 
him or not, the various incidents he brings 
forward to prove it are exceedingly curi- 
ous. He tells of one monkey who was ob- 
served driving away the flies that plagued 
her infant; of another that was in the hab- 
it ot washing her young ones’ faces in a 
stream; of others whose grief for the loss of 
their young invariably caused their death. 
Of certain monkeys kept in Brehm, in 
North Atrica, in a state of confinement, it 
Was noticed that orphan monkeys were 
always adopted and carefully guarded by 
the others. One female baboon had so 
Capecious a heart that she not only adopt- 
ed young monkeys of other species, but 
stole young dogs and cats, which she con- 
tinually carried about. An adopted kitten 
having ungratetully scratched her, she ex- 
amined the kitten’s feet with much aston- 
ishment, and promptly bit off the offending 
claws. 

Perhaps still more curious is the state. 
ment of a man who found profit in train 
ing monkeys, and was in the habit of pur. 
chasing trom the Zoological Society the 
common kinds. He offered to pay a 
double price if he were allowed to keep 
several a few days for the purpose of 
proving them. He said the value of a 
monkey to him depended upon its power 
of attention, If, when he was talking and 
explaining anything to a monkey, its at- 
tention was easily distracted, as bya fly 
on the wall or other trifling object, the 
case was hopeless. If he tried punishment 
to make an inattentive monkey act, it 
turned sulky. On the other hand, a 
monkey which carefully attended to him 
could always be trained—a fact that the 
experience of many teachers of animals 
other than monkeys will amply verify. 

lt has often been said that no animal 
uses any toel; but the chimpanzee, even 
in a state of nature, cracks nuts with a 
atone; andan instance is given of one 
monkey, who had been taught to open 
the lid of abox with a stick, afterward, 
of its own accord, using the stick as a 
lever to move heavy bodies. In the Zo- 
ological Gardens, & monkey, who had 
weak teeth, not only used a stone to break 
open nuts, but even kept this stone hidden 
in the straw of ite cage and would not let 
any other monkey touch it. In brief, Mr. 
DaRwin considers it almost worthless 
even to mention the limits that many 
writers have tried to establish, as marking 
the distinciion between the mental facul- 
ties of man and of the lower animals, for 
their wide difference and number prove 
the difficulty,1f nqt the impossibility, o/ 
the attempt. 

In reference to the physical distinctions 
between man and other animals, Mr. Dar- 
win’s language is no less explicit. He 
declares that a former progenitor must 
have once possessed, in a pertect state, the 
organs that are now found im man only in 
a rudimentary condition. These organs, 
under changed habi's of life, have become 
reduced from disuse, or from natural 
selection of those individuals least encum- 
bered with superfluous parts. No other 
explanation has been given of the mar- 
velous fact that the embryo of a man, dog, 
seal, bat, reptile, etc., can at first hardly 
be distinguished from each other. He 
traces the manner of the development of 
man from some lower form, by a course of 
illustration and deduction that we cannot 

begin to reproduce in our columns, or 
even to condense. Prof. Hvuxiey says: 
“Mr. Darwin knows more about the 
questiom he has taken up than any man

He says: “The 
astonishment which I felt on first 
seeing a party of Fuegians on a wild and 
broken shore, wil) never be forgotten by 
me, for the reflection at once rushed into 
my mind—such were our ancestors. These 
men were absolutely naked and bedaubed 
with paint, their long hair was tangled, 
their mouths frothed with excitement, and 
their expression was wild, startled and 
distrusttul. They possessed hardly any 
arts, and, like wild animals, lived 
on what they could catch. They 
bad no government, and were merciless 
to every one not of their own small tr‘be. 
He who has ccen @ cavage in his native 
land will not teel much shame, if forced 
to acknowledge that the blood of some 
more humble creature flows in his veins. 
For my own part, I would as soon be de- 
scended from that heroic little monkey, 
who braved his dreaded enemy in order 
to save the life of bis keeper; or from 


the mountains carried away in triumph 
bis young comrade from a crowd of as- 
tonished dogs—as froma savage who de- 
lights to torture his enemies, offers up 
bloody sacrifices, practices intanticide 
without remorse, treats his wives like 
slaves, knows no decency, and is hauuted 
by the grossest superstitions.”

meeting will now take a recess for one hour. 

Dr. Bughes suggested that a convention assem- 
bie in each legislative district, instead of the 
manne! recommended tn the re:olution. 

Mr. Isaac Caldwe)l stated that no principle 
was Involved in the resolutiun; tt was simply a 
matter of convenience and expediency whether 
the convention assemble in legislative districts, 
by wardsin theclity.or magistrate districts in 
the county. Tbe amendment would make the 
sub-meetirg entirely tcolarge. The purpose of 
dividipg off no districts is tocome Learer to 
the people of each and to get a small number to- 
gether, to act promptly and efficiently. 

Dr. Hughes withdrew nis suggestion. 

On motion of I-aac Caliwell the vote for sher- 
iffat the last election was made the basis of rep- 
resentatton. 

After a number of suggestions it was decided

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PUBLIO LIBRARIES. 


Some of the La and. Best Keown 
Ones im the nited States— Their 
Origin and Success. 

From ao article by A. R.Spofford, in the Jour- 
nal of Social Science, we extract the following 

“Of city and town librartes, created by volun- 
tary taxation, a class of libraries started ia Great 
Britain no earlier tban the year 1850, there is 
as jet little to be recorded tn this country, out- 
side of New England. This system of creating 
libraertes proceeds upon the principle that intel- 
lectwwal enlightenment is as mucha concern of 
the iceal govermment as sanitary regulations or 
the ,ublic morality. Society has an interest that 
is common toall classes in the means that are 
previced toward the education of the 
people. Amopg these means free town 
or etty libraries are one of the most useful. 
Maseacburetts, tn no less than Ofty of her towns 
and cities, has recognized the principle that pub- 
lic books are just as important to the general 
welfare as public lamps. What the public needs 
ere iibraiies open to tbe people as a matter of 
Tight, and pot, as in New Yo k and other cities, 
asa metter of favor. The largest library in the 
country, save one, owes its origin and success 
to tbis principle, combined with large private 
munificence. 

“The Bostcn Public Library is unquestionably 
the mest widely useful colic ction of books open 
to the public tathis county. Of ali the great 
collec tious, If is the only ome that lends out 
books free of charge to all citizens. Inatituted 
in 1862, Its career has been one of rapid pr. gress 
abo ever-widening usefulness. 

“The absence of any really «xtensive library 
atabny one of the great cities. ts <till seriously 
felt by the writers of tbe coubtry. Neither in 
New 1 OFa ccr elsewhere bave we a single public 
livrary adequate to satisfy tbe researches of 
scholars. Tbe late John Quincy Adams under. 
took the collection of all the authorities cited 
by Gibbon in his history of Rome, and be has 
recorded that less than balf of them were then 
to be found In our largest libraries, Our histor- 
ical writers have all been driven abroad, not 

only for o1igimel materials, but for malutudes of 
printed books and works of reference. Add to 
this, that few of our libraries are open durtog 
those hours most employed by students, and 
the array of impediments in the path of the 

scholar becomes appalling. If he is a 

mens of fortuse, he will, of course, collect nearly 

all boeks tn his special fie’d, rather than be de- 
pendemt upon the unceriain aid of public libra- 

Ties, Im ne counwy are there found more 

numerous acd more liberal collectors of private 

libraries than in the Untted States. I is not to 
be doubted that the private libraries very far 
outrun the pudiic ones in their aggregate of vol- 
umes, While in respect of rare and costly books 
there are mu)titades of works in private hands 
of which no public library in the country pos- 
sesses a copy. The plain suggestion to 
be drawp from these facts is two- 
foid: rst, that more interest should

- students in compieting our public libraries by 

volumtary bequesis of tuchl: sivres,; aad, ovo 

ondly, (hat the managers of our leading libraries 
should be constantly and vigilaotiy On the alert 
to secure the reediul volumes that wou!d com- 
plete them In any department of letters. No ad- 
equate bistory of Engli-bh literature, nor evea of 
apy one of hs departments, could be written in 
America, fcr the one sufficient reason that the 
books dO pot here exist. None of our largest 
collections is sufficiently representative, cither 
of the bistory. the poetry, the fiction, the pailo:- 
cpby, or the theology of English literature (in 
which, of cousse,the American is meant to be 
included), to effoid materiats to the critic and 
historian on which to base bis judgmenis. We 
can but conclude, in summing up tbe results of 
apy careful inquiry into the history and condi- 
tien of our American librarsies, that, while much 
has already been done, much the greater part 
Tr (Meins to do.”

Good art galleries then, in a commu- 
nity, have atwo-fold advantage. They minister 
directly and in mediately to the taste of the edu- 
cate Gand refices of the pupulation,and theys‘afiord 
the means of developing art knowledge to 
others. 

A visit to Mevsre.J.V. Escott & Son's gallery 
Will always well repay the vi itor; but at present 
it contains, perhaps, the largest numeer of 
works of art having real merit ever exbibdited at 
one plecein this city. Anything need not tere 
be stated of the enterp: ise and zeal for the pub- 
lic good displaycd by ibe Mesers. E-coit in ent 
couraging artists in their work, and in fos ering 
the love of art among the masses, a! exoense and 
trouble, obtaining works of art from distant 
cites, Or luducing private genticmen to permi 
the collections made for the adornment of their 
own bomes to add to the attractions of the gal- 
lecy which ts free to the public.

Kaclomerer’s painting of a maa who ls dictating 
a letter to bis amanuensis, is a very eff-ctive 
ol.ce of work.

A DESPERATE RESORT. 


The Sad Story of a Woman Left 
Moneyless and Without Friends. 

Yestercdy eveaing about 5 o’clock, Messrs J.

Being 
unable to pay ber fare, the cCovD- 
ductor put her of the train, and 
she started on foot to complete the jourrer. 
After walking one Gay,:ome good people con- 

ented to pay her wayto Louisville. She ar- 

Ived bere yesterday at 2o0’clock, and at first 
determined to continue the trip on foot; but she 
save that men stare! at her, asked tmper inept 
questions and rudely insolted her. [be heip- 
I-as and friendless condition in which she was 
placed, encourag:devery loafer to give @ pass- 
log -nerr. and every villian to make Improp- 
er advances. Thus thrown upon a hearties 
world, without friends or relatives, without 
mouey or clothes, unacquatated with the wiles 
of the city and the means of repeliing tbe insult, 
of remorseless fi nd:, nav, without even @ shel- 

er or a moutbtul of food with which to stay her 
hunger, she determined to end her saff-rings an! 
her life. Covsidering her surroandings, such & 
resolution ia not a wooder. it shows more firm- 
ness of character, more mode:ty and virtue than 
is exhibited in a8 thousasd other cases 
whera they become at once the 
victims of seduction, the fllowers of vice, and 
the tumates of degraded brothels, 

Mrs, Bell was sentto the Ledtes’ Hom*, and 
there received every attention that sympathy 
could suggest, or her own sad Condition Call for. 
She expresses h-rself gratefai to Mesers. Rhodes 
and Ernest for their timety toterferepce, and 
promtses to make no furtherefforts to put an end 
to her [ife.
